A group of 94-story apart­ 
ments will next year be rising 
skyward on a tract of land near 
Silver Lake, Bristol Township — 
if a court case now pending in 
Doylestown is favorable to the 
builders. 
Bristol Township commission­ 
ers last night voted in favor of 
the controversial project by a 7-3 
margin. 
However, a civil suit to stop 
construction was filed in Quarter 
Sessions Court, Doylestown, which 
contests the commissioners* ac­ 
tion in changing the zoning ordin­ 
ance of the area. 
The suit was filed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Stuart L. Johnson, who live 


at 807 Bath Road, and Ernest 
Stott. Lower Southampton Town­ 
ship resident who owns property 
at 903 Bath Road. 
Commissioner Leonard B. Soko- 
love warned that the result of 
this suit could upset the scheme, 
and that any construction would 
be at the risk of the builder. 
The commissioners gave their 
approval on the understanding 
that the builders, Cadillac Build­ 
ing Co.. Burlington. N.J., meet 
with township solicitor William J. 
Carlin to work out a fair price 
for a 150-feet wide strip at the 
rear of the proposed apartments 
in case the county park board 
wishes to buy it.

Bodley said that in February 
of this year it was brought to 
his attention that Delp had been 
unable to show pay records for 
work done on the county bridges 
during four pay periods in 1960

Fuads Pay Salaries 
The workers are paid from 
liquid fuel tax funds which the 
state allocates to the county. The 
funds are used to pay salaries of 
road workers and for road and 
bridge improvements. 
According to Bodley, Delp. at 
the time, had been unable to ac­ 
count for $13,000 out of which the 
salaries had been paid.

WASHINGTON (UPD - T he 
Democrats agreed today to hold 
their 1964 national convention to 
renominate President Kennedy at 
the famous boardwalk resort of 
Atlantic City, N. J., beginning Au 
gust 24. 
The convention will come just 
five weeks after the Republicans 
select their challenger in San 
Francisco. 
Barring some stunning political 
upheaval, the Democratic conven­ 
tion will be devoted largely to 
renominating Kennedy for a sec­ 
ond term and hammering out a 
party platform. 
Atlantic City—which never has 
h^ a 
political conven­ 
tion—was selected by the Demo­ 
cratic Party's Sites Committee at 
a special breakfast session. The 
recommendation was go^cMy ap­ 
proved by the Democratic Ne- 
tiona. Committee without audible 
dissent.

A million cheering Germans 
greeted the President as he ar­ 
rived here to make the speech 
that was billed as the major ad­ 
dress of his 12-day-tour of West 
Germany. Berlin, Ireland, an d 
Britain. Reporters who have trav­ 
eled with Kennedy said it was 
perhaps the most enthusiastic 
welcome he has received abroad. 
An Enthusiastic Welcome 
The 20-mile route from Hanau, 
where the President reviewed 
15,000 American servicemen, was 
lined three to five persons deep 
all the way. 
The crowd in front of Frank 
furt’s city hall, where the Presi 
dent climbed out of his bubble- 
topped car and went inside to 
sign the famous "golden book" of 
celebrities, was so enthusiastic in 
its welcome that it almost got out 
rf hand. 
While he emphasized defense 
matters, the Chief Executive also 
called for economic unity and 
common political purpose as req­ 
uisites to successful Western re­ 
sistance 
to 
Communist 
pen­ 
etration. 


The White House staff regarded 
Kennedy’s prepared Paulskirche 
speech as the most important ut­ 
terance of his four-day visit to 
West Germany, the first stop on 
his 12-day European tour. 
Aimed At Critics 
The main thrust of the speech 
was aimed at international critics 
who have forecast that the United 
States ultimately will welsh on 
defense commitments to its West­ 
ern Allies and revert to what the 
President scorned as "narrow na­ 
tionalism." 


The President, who came here 
from two days of talks in Bonn 
with 
Chancellor 
Konrad 
Ade­ 
nauer, vowed that American de­ 
fense commitments to protect 
common freedom and safety" 
were assured "by one great fun- 
damental fact - that they are 
deeply rooted in America's own 
self interest."
